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An analysis = information received concerning the 
structure of the organized Italian underworld in this country, 
identified by key sources as Causa Nostra (Our Cause), strongly 
indicates that this organization constitutes a continuing 
criminal conspiracy which, if carefully and systematically 
approached, could be prosecuted either as an entity, or in 
segments, with the application of the Conspiracy Statute 
used in conjunction with currently available legislation, 
particularly legislation designed to combat organized crime. 


Baekground 


Voluminous reliable information has been received from 


i. ; مد‎ E 
highly confidential sources monitoring discussions among the 


country's leading hoodlums revealing the existence and make-up of 
this vast criminal organization, whose top leaders comprise the 
underworld "commission." Information from our sources concerning 
membership, positions of leadership (avugad, boss, underboss, 
consuleri, caporegima, etc.), discipline, secrecy and the mode of 
operation all in themselves suggest a high degree of organization. 


This criminal organization, which as been revealed to 
be an extremely powerful force in organized crime in this country, 
has been found to function as a criminal cartel dominating ۱ 
¡the continuing types of racket activities which traditionally 
are most lucrative, such E gambi ins, 5 illegalgj. ¿eo / 
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rof these criminal ventures indicates the continuing 

‚ conspiratorial aspects of the functions of this organization. 
Each of the above-mentioned criminal categories are alike 

in that they are continuing operations rathev than one-shot 
ventures such as robbery and burglary. s 


Substantial information has been obtained from a 
large number of key sources concerning the membership of this 
organization. This information has previously been outlined 
for you in referenced communications and has been the subject 
of a great number of other communications between your offices. 


Information received from our sources has provided 
excellent examples of situations in which the elements of a 
criminal conspiracy are evident. Situations involving the 
manner in which gang murders are carried out provide a good 
example of this point. It has been found when most "organiza- 
tion" murders are contemplated they are either ordered b, = 
leader or a leader vill give his approval upon request from a 
lower level. The actual execution of the crime is ordinarily 
then carried out by lesser hoodlums. In such situations, all’ 
those connected with the plan, from the leaders who authorize 
on down to those who actually participate in the slaying, are, 
guilty of murder and could be prosecuted in a murder conspiracy 
action if proves evidence could be produced. 
Examples of Situations Susceptible to Conspiracy Approach 

Probably a classic illustration o e above-type 
Situation involves the murder of Albert Anastasia, notorious 
New York racket leader who was a member of the "commission." 
We have received information from a highly confidential source 
in New York that in 1957 Anastasia was creating a veritable 
underworld army around him by "making" a large number of 
"button men." It is noted that our sources have previously 
explained that a "button man" is the first echelon of acknowledged 
membership in this organization. It was known from live 
informants at that time that this enlarcement of Anastasia's 
personal following was causing concern in ihe organization. 
Our highly confidential source, referred to above, reported 
that the "commission," including Anastasia, met; Anastasia 
had a violent dispute with the other "commission" members and 
"walked out" on them, defying the "commission's" authority. 
Data from various sources concerning circumstances surrounding 
this murder would strongly indicate that a major issue in 
Anastasia's dispute with his "commission" peers involved 
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Cuban gambling. The above New York source related that 

Anastasia sealed his doom by his open defiance of the "commission" 
and that the "commission" promptly decided that he must be 

killed. Because of his potential for retaliation should he 

become aware that he was in jeopardy, the "commission also 
decided that his killing must take place without delay. According 
to this source, Anastasia's murder in New York City during the 
latter part of October, 1957, came within a day or so following 
his dispute with other members of the "commission." 


This situation is recounted to illustrate the 
conspiratorial aspect of the operation of this organization, 
and the "commission" in particular. By arriving at their 
decision to kill Anastasia and issuing orders which were 
carried out resulting in his murder, all "commission" members 
participating in deliberations resulting in the decision to 
kill Anastasia were guilty of murder and would be subject to 
prosecution in a conspiracy action, if testimony to that end 
could be produced. 


There are many less spectacular examples of situations 
involving the operations of this organization which illustrate 
similar conspiratorial characteristics. The day-to-day operation 
of Angelo DeCarlo, New Jersey, racket leader, provides a good 
case in point and is also something of a classic as an example 
of a racket boss at work. DeCarlo controls his racket activities 
from headquarters in Mountainside, New Jersey, known as “the 
Barn," a small building located to the rear of a restaurant 
and night club on a main New Jersey highway. This building 
is fitted out as a clubroom, not open to the public, and 
admittance is allowed only at Decar lots pleasure. At this 
location, DeCarlo holds forth daily, receiving other racketeers, 
gang subordinates, politicians and corrupt police officers. 


On a continuing basis his operations include interest 
in numbers, crap games, direct or indirect control of bookmakers, 
Shylocking and related activities. A few of his subordinates 
specialize as enforcers, carrying out assaults and intimidations 
in maintaining DeCarlo's control over operations in which he 
has an interest. Other subordinates specialize in the mechanics 
of operating gambling ventures such as the setting up and 
operation of organized crap games. These subordinates have 
in the past operated a DeCarlo crap game in New York City on 
a fairly regular basis. They have ceased this operation recently, 
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mainly because of their concern of Federal jeopardy as a result 
of this Bureau's raid of a crap game in Reading, Pennsylvania. 
They now plan to re-establish this game in New Jersey, operating 
on the belief that they will then avoid jeopardy from Federal 
action. 


In brief, DeCarlo's operation typifies the well- 
organized racket operations carried on by leaders in this 
organization, which activity suggests potential for prosecution 
using a conspiracy approach. 

Application of the Conspiracy Approach 


The above example concerning Albert Anastasia is not 
meant to suggest that we have a good chance of prosecuting tne 
"commission" for murder, but merely to illustrate the conspiratorial 
aspects of their organization by its nature and to suggest 

. that an approach specifically engineered to gather evidence to 

Support a conspiracy action could be of extreme value in the 
‚long run. Of particular importance is the fact that this type 

approach would provide what could De à workable vehicle to 
prosecute the leaders: or this organization. It can logically 
be expected that the probability of prosecuting racket leaders 
of, or approaching, "commission" rank on substantive violations 
of recently enacted legislation will be comparatively remote, in 
no small part due to their very method of operation. 


Information received indicates that racket leaders very 
seldom participate in overt acts in the criminal activities 
through which they derive their main income, but direct and 
control hoodlums on a lower level who actually carry out the 
criminal acts. Even though this has been found to be the pattern, 
it would appear that with the application of the Conspiracy 
Statute in conjunction with Gambling and Travel in Aid of 
Racketeering Statutes there would be a good chance of implicating 
racket leaders in a prosecution. 


While it is appreciated that in individual investi- 
gations you have given consideration to the use of the conspiracy 
approach, in view of the development of more complete infórmation 
concerning the nature of this criminal organization, it is 
believed that this type approach should receive broad applica- 

(ty, tion as a vehicle to involve the leaders of organized crime in 
~ \this country. 
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This investigation is not intended to supplant 
current investigations on top hóodlums, but to correlate and 
[oe pertinent information in a manner which will enable 
us to gain maximum benefit in a conspiracy action. Neither is 
it méant to be all-inclusive regarding all organized criminal 
activity in this country inasmuch as it is realized that the 
main activities of this organization are centered in larger 
metropolitan areas. However, all offices should be completely 
aware of$ the purposes and aim of this investigation inasmuch 
as any office may be concerned with certain aspects of this 
investigation from time to time. 


Reporting 


For the purposes of properly coordinating and directing 
this investigation, the New York Office is being designated 
origin. The following offices will be responsible at the outset 
for active participation in this investigation on the basis of 
pertinent organized criminal activity in their areas; Albany, 
Baltimore, Boston, Buffalo, Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Dallas, Denver, Detroit, Houston, Indianapolis, Kansas City, ۱ 
Las Vegas, Little Rock, Los Angeles, Louisville, Miami, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis, Newark, New Haven, New Orleans, New York, Omaha, 
Philadelphia, Phoenix, Pittsburgh, St. Louis, San Diego, 

San Francisco, Springfield and Tampa. 


This will in no way relieve the remaining offices 
from responsibility in this matter inasmuch as any office 
may be conducting active investigation in this case at a given 
time. In addition, any office in the latter category who now 
has, or in the future develops, information concerning the type 
activity which will be the subject matter of this investigation 
will be responsible for the appropriate reporting of such data. 


In preparing reports in this investigation it will 
be important to keep our ultimate goal constantly in view, that 
is, the presentation of admissible evidence in court to sustain 
conspiracy actions. It Will be equally important for those 
handling investigations in this matter to be fully aware of the 
broad potential of the Conspiracy Statute, keeping in mind that 
many items ordinarily inadmissible in the prosecution of a 
specific violation of Federal law are admissible in a conspiracy 
action. In brief, those Agents handling this matter, or any 
investigation under the Criminal Intelligence Program, should 
be completely aware of the possibilities presented by the 
conspiracy approach, 
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1t is recognized that much of the material pertinent 
to your reporting in this matter, especially regarding initial 
reports, has been set forth elsewhere in various forms. 
However, in order to provide a proper basis to proceed with ۱ 
this matter,- information pertinent to the existence, membership, 


endeavors of this organization must be set forth under the 

above caption. Reports will be prepared by offices listed 

above and should generally adhere to format including the 
following self-explanatory Captions:(/) Existence! "Organization 

and Leadership {Membership V Criminal Activities T conspiratorial 
Aspects." This will be particularly true of the initial reports. 
These reports will be captioned "The Criminal 'Commission,*' Et Al.," 
and the character will be Anti-Racketeering - Conspiracy.

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is a "rouná table of top ten" in each community and when- 
ever there is a question as to whether a member should be 
desciplined by beating or should be killed, this round 
table meets and determines the type of punishment to be 
meted out, 


At the time he furnished this this information in January, 
1958, informant said that the Milwaukee group was in 
very poor finanoial shape and were trying to determine 
how to get more money, and that their number one project 
was at that time to push the St. Lawrence Seaway project 
with the aim of subsequentiycontrolling a longshoremen!s 
union which they felt would become a major factor in 
Milwaukee and a lucrative source of income for the 
organization. 


Informant said that in each city the "Top Ten" maintained 
a "little black book" containing the list of the top men 
which he contacts. However, no one person has a list of 
all members or knows all of the activities of the 
organization. He said that the Mafia has "contacts" in 
practically every department in local and U.S. Govern- 
ment except for the FBI, 


On January 15, 1958, MI ۲-۷ also stated that once you

By airtel 3/29/62 the Bureau advised that voluminous information 
Was at hand revealing the existence and makeup of a vast 
criminal organization whose top leaders comprise the 
"Underworld Commission," Information concerning membership, 
positions of leaders, discipline, secrecy and the mode of 
operation suggest a high degree of organization for this very 
powerful force in organized crime. In effect, it functions as 
4 Criminal cartel dominating the continuing types of racket 
activities which are traditionally most lucrative. such as 
gambling, narcotics, illegal liquor, labor racketeering and 
shylocking. The nature of the ventures indicate continuing 
conspiratorial aspects of the functions of the organization. 


Information obtained so far suggests that an approach specifically 
engineered to gather evidence to support a conspiracy action 
would be of extreme value in the long run because it would 
provide & workable vehicle to prosecute the leaders of the 
organization. The probability of prosecuting them on substantive 
violations on the other hand is comparatively remote due to 

their method of operation, 


The Bureau instructs tbat this conspiracy type of approach 
should receive broad application throughout the country but 

is not intended to supplant current investigations, but rather 
to correlate and develop information in a manner that will 
enable us to gain maximum benefit in a conspiracy action.

This Comnission has been referred to by some 
as a Grand Council, Inner Circle, or Roundtable. 


The geographical areas of the country, of 
necessity, are apportioned among the Commission members. 
This assumption is based on information furnished to that 
effect as follows: 
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NY T- 1 advised on September 8, 1959, 
that on or about that date a conference was held in 
Chicago attended by ANTHONY J, ACCARDO and SAMUEL M. GIANCANA. 
GIANCANA discussed his recent trip to the east coast 
and Las Vegas, stating that he had an appointment 
with VITO(GENOVESE) and TOMMY BROWN (THOMAS LUCHESE). 
Informant continued that during this conference with 
VITO, GIANCANA advised VITO that they should get together 
and harmonize.  LUCHESE apparently told VITO that he, 
VITO, should let someone know when he goes out of town, 
indicating that VITO had also been to Buffalo, Tucson, 
and all over . LUCHESE allegedly told VITO that 
he was the boss, The name of JOHN LA ROCCA, of 
Pittsburgh, was mentioned as being in command there. 
GIANCANA then said that JOE IDA had been boss in 
Philadelphia, but that they had made a new boss و‎ 
and they are trying to straighten it out. This informant 
implied that one of GIANCANA's reasons for going to the 
east coast was the fact that he was having difficulty 
in obtaining power in Las Vegas and the Tucson, Arizona 
areas. He indicated that he first stopped at 
Atlantic City, New Jersey, to see TOMMY BROWN.  GIANCANA!s 
complaint concerned the operations of JOE BONANNO in

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The informant continued, that at this 
time GIANCANA and ACCARDO discussed a nine or twelve 
man commission, whose purpose is apparently to mediate 
on matters involving jurisdictional disputes in so called 
open territories, These two individuais then 
discussed the men on this Commission who would side 
with GIANCANA on the matter in question.  ACCARDO 
stated tht he, GIANCANA, could count on VITO (GENOVESE), 
JOSEPH PROFACI and JOE BONANNO from New York; JOH IDA 
from Philadelphia, (unnamed) from Buffalo, and JOE 
ZERILLI from Detroit. Since the Commission has twelve 
men, GIANCANA, according to ACCARDO, needed seven 
for a majority, six for a standoff. 


ACCARDO then went into the past and said 
that the men he recalled as being part of the Commission 
were PROFACI (New York), STEVE MAGADDINO (Buffalo), 

VITO GENOVESE (New York), JOE IDA (Philadelphia), 
ZERILLI (Detroit), TOMMY BROWN A York), JOE BONANNO 
(New York and Tuscon), RAYMOND (PATRIARCA) Boston. 
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NY T- 2 advised on or about February 15, 1961, 
that MICHAEL CLEMENTE had discussed with an individual existence of 
the Commission , indicating to this individual that 
he did not appreciate the full ramifications. He 
explained that there are six in the whole country and 
referred to these six as avugad . It is to be 
noted that the origin of the word avugad in the Italian 
language is found in the word avvogatto , which in English, 
means attorney. It has been determined that when 
CLEMENTE mentioned the word avugad „ he refers to 
a member of the Commission . 


CLEMENTE, according to the informant, made mention 
of CARLO GAMBINO and JOE PROFACI as being  avugads. 
CLEMENTE explained that there was a boss in every 
State and an underboss, but tnat these individuals 
come under an avugad و‎ and as an example stated that 
they come under 20580118 avugad or they come under 
TOMMY BROWN!s (LUCHESE) avugad . 


CLEMENTE also discussed that JOE IDA at one 
time was the boss in Philadelphia, but he took his 
orders from ALBERT (ANASTASIA). CLEMENTE 
further described this Commission indicating that 
JOE BONANNO, who was also an ‘avugad and 
with the Commission, now reports to CARLO GAMBINO, 
who was made chairman after VITO GENOVESE was sent 
away. CLEMENTE indicated that VITO became a chairman 


after FRANK COSTELLO got out. The informant stated 
that CLEMENTE then related again that there were six b6 
"avugads" in the country, LUCHESE, JOE PROFACI, b7C 


VITO GENOVESE, JOE BONANNO, and the man in Chicago. 
The informant stated that CLEMENTE definitely tried 
to explain that although there was a boss in each area 
such as SANTOS down there ,(TRAFFICANTE in Florida), 


and in Texas , all these individuals had their 
sepa avugad and they must report to them 
individually. 
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From information furnished by NY T-3, 
and NY T-, it has been established that there is a closely 
organized body, headquartered in New York 
City, referred to simply as the Commission, whioh body 
has area representatives known as representado 
officiale, (official representatives), who govern 
local territories. The official representatives are 
responsible directly to the Commission. The members 
of the official representative's group are known as 
the family. Both these sources have repeatedly 
stated that ANGELO BRUNO is the Philadelphia area 
official representative of the Commission. 


The above sources have on numerous occasions 
advised that, in reference to membership in the 
organized criminal element, the phrase " I am in 
La Causa Nostra" has been used by ANGELO BRUNO and 
his associates, implying the organization bears this 
appelation. | 


When referring to other members of La 
Causa Nostra, or simply Causa Nostra, both informants 
above have stated that the Italian term Amico Nostro' or 
its plural, Amici Nostri, have been used on many 
occasions eonnoting membership in the organization. 


It should be noted that NY T=6 on 
September 14, 1961, advised that the overall organized 
criminal element in the Italian underworld is referred 
to as La Causa Nostra and that the Commission is the 
highest governing body of the organization.

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Historical Background 


On June 5, 1962, NY 7-7 advised 
as follows regarding the existence of a criminal 
organization in the United States: 


The organization or criminal syndicate 

was originally founded in Sicily during the Middle 
Ages. The original idea of this organization was a 
Robin Hood type organization wherein crimes were 
committed and the proceeds thereof distributed among the 
oor. At that time the organization was known as the 
Black Hand". The print of a black hand was the symbol 
of the organization and if this symbol was found 
on the door of a home it was a sign that a member of 
that family had violated the rules of the organization 
and was marked for death. From this beginning, 
according to the informant, like any other dictatorship 
power breeds power, and the bosses of the organization 
were retaining most of tne proceeds from the criminal 
activities of the organization for themselves. The 
name of the organization was changed from the "Black 
Hand" to Mafia. Also the name Comorra has been used 
to refer to the organization. The informant 

explained that some people are under the impression 

that the Mafia was an organization of Sicilians, whereas 
the Üomozrz was an organization in politics. He stated 
that this was not true today and that there is only 

one organization, and that all Italians, who are members 
of this organization, regardless of the area of their 
origin, belong to this organization. He stated there is 
no official name for the organization today. 


He stated each separate group in this 
organization is known as a family and the organization 
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allegedly has families all over the world with the 
exeeption of the Communist controlled areas. There 
were families in Cuba prior to the rise of CASTRO, 
but they have since left there. Every family 
is inter-related with every other family in the 
organization. This is not necessarily a blood relationship, 
but is an operating procedure where the bosses 
of each family are respected by the bosses of all 
of the families and cooperate on a business basis. 
He stated that for example JOSEPH PROFACI 

deceased) would have known most of the heads 
of the families personally and would know all of them 
by name. He stated that when a member of the family 
moves from one area to another his membership is 
made known through some means to the head of the 
family in the new area that he would be operating 
in. The organizational setup of the families will 
be set forth ünder a separate heading in this 
report. 
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Alleged Meeting in 1928 in Cleveland 
کمن‎ meeting in 1920 in Cleveland | 


"The Plain Dealer" m morning newspaper, in its 
edition on December 6, 1928, reported the following 
concerning the alleged meeting of the "Mafia Grand Council 
of America",  Patrolman FRANK OSSOWSKI, Cleveland 
Police Department spotted eleven suspicious looking 
men arriving at a downtown hotel (Hotel Statler) on 
the morning of December 5, 1928, and notified Detectives 
EMIL SMETANA and KURT GLOECKNER. Inquiry determined the 
presence of 23 of these individuals in all at the 
hotel. This same newspaper in its December 7, 1928, 
issue reported that bail of $200,000.00 was set for 
the twenty-two men, one SALVATORE LOMBARDINO having 
been released on "holder" from Newark, New Jersey, 
where he was wanteá on a charge of murder. Two of 
the twenty-two men were released on the order of the 
Cleveland Safety Director. The Chicago police told 
the Cleveland Police that this was a meeting of 
"Captains of Industry" to elect a successor to 
TONY LOMBARDO. Bond for these men was posted in the 
form of real estate by local Italian citizenry,

Many of these 
individuals were family or blood relations, or through 
investigation, close ties of friendships and old acquaintances, 
were noted.

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B. ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 
On June 5, 1962, NY T- 7 furnished 
the following information concerning organized crime: 


Informant advised that at the present 
time there is no name for the overall organization, 
which is now made up of numerous groups which are 
known as families “and which operate throughout 
the entire world with the exception of Communist 
dominated areas. He pointed out that the organization 
was active in Cuba until the rise of CASTRO but that 
to his knowledge there is no organized activity in 
Cuba at the present time. 


Informant stated that each family 
is made up as follows s 1 1 


1) The boss or representanda (PH). 
The boss is head of the family end a member of the 
overall governing body of the organization which is known 
&s The Commission. 


2) The underboss. The person who wiil 
act for the boss in the absence of the boss and is the 
number two man in power in the family. 


3) Consulieri or counsellor, who is a 
neutral counsel for anyone in the family who needs 
his advice or services in settling disputes and he 
is available to represent members of the family 
who have been accused of violations of rules. 


4) Gaporegima or captain. A person 
who has a group of members under him 26 follow his 
orders. He also relates orders from the boss to 
the individual members. There is no set number of 
members who are assigned to a captain and all 
captains hold equal rank regardless of the number of individuals 
assigned to them. 
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5) Acting captain. The acting captain is 
appointed by the captain with the approval of the boss 
and acts for the captain in his absence, 


6) Good fellows, button men, soldier. 
A member of the family who has not attained any rank 
or authority but has merely been initiated into the 
organization. 


NY 92-2300 
Induction Procedure and Ceremony 


According to NY T-7 the procedure for inducting 
a new member into the organization is as follows: 


۵ good fellow, acquainted with an individual 
whom he belleves is qualified to become a member of 
the organization, will take this individual under his 
wing and furnish him advice and guide him in all of his 
operations and observe his activities very carefully 
for a period of time. If the good fellow still feels 
that this individual is qualified For membership, 
following his period of observation, he will go to his 
captain and propose this individual for membership, 
At the time the proposal is made, the good fellow will 
furnish the captain with the name, address and ali 
available background information concerning the proposed 
new member. The proposed new member's father must be Italian, 
Some members are accepted where their mother is not Italian. 
Following the proposal of the new member to the captain, 
an extensive background investigation is conducted by the 
organization which includes a criminal check, credit 
check, check on friends, relatives, with the object 
to determine if the proposed member has ever ratted on 
anyone oP in anyway cooperated with law enforcement. If the 
background investigation is satisfactory, the proposed new 
member is then ready to be accepted into the organization. 


During the period that the proposed new member is 
being guided and directed, he is always led to believe 
that it will be necessary for him to kill one of the 
present members before he will be admitted to membership. 
Up until about ten years ago, this was the actual rule, 
in that in order for a new member to be accepted into 
the organization, an oid member had to be eliminated. 

This rule has been changed and it is no longer necessary 

to have a member eliminated in order to accept a new member, 
but this fact is not made known until after the new 

member has been received into the organization. 


À boss cannot accept new members except during the 
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period when " the books are open". This was explained as follows: 


The Commission will meet and if they decide 
that new members should be received into the organization, 
they will open the books for د‎ definite period of 
time, i.e., six months to & year. During this period, 
bosses are free to accept any number of new members into 
their organization. 


After a new member has been proposed and the 
necessary investigation conducted, the books being open, 
the proposed new member, the person who proposed him 
and the captain of the person who proposed him, will 
be summoned to a meeting. Present at tnis meeting will 
be all the captains of the family, the underboss 
and the boss, plus any other proposed new members who 
are to be made at that time. The proposed new members will be 
placed in an adjoining room and called in one at a time 
to receive their initiation. The ceremony for making 
a new member was outlined as follows: 


The new member will be called into the room with 
the captains, the underboss and the boss. The boss will 
ask if the new member knows why he is there. The new 
member will answer that he understands that the member 
who proposed him has somebody to be taken care of, 
and has asked him to help. The boss will then ask 
him if he thinks he can do the job. The new member 
WE reply that he can do the job, just tell him who and 
where. 


The boss will then inquire of the new member 
if he thinks the member who proposed him is a good guy and 
1f he would be willing to accept any orders given to 
him by the member who proposed him for membership. 
The proposed member will reply that he thinks the member 
who proposed him is a wonderful guy and that he would be 
willing to accept any orders or assignments from him. 
Following this questioning, the proposed new member, his 
sponsor, and the captain of the sponsor, stand in the middle 
of the room. The boss will come over to the new member and 
ask him if he is left-handed or right-handed. After the 
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new member indicates which hand he uses, the boss will 
pierce the trigger finger of that hand witn a needle 

and draw blood. After this a piece of paper is placed 

in the palm of the new member!s hand and lighted. Then it 
is cupped between the palm of the two nands while it 

burns. During the time this paper is burning, the new member 
repeats an oath after the boss in Italian. If he is unable 
to speak Italian, one of the captains will translate 

for him. The oath is "With this oath I swear that if 

I ever violate this oath I should burn like this paper”. 
Following this procedure, he is considered a member of 

the family and is then given the rules of the 

organization and assigned to a captain to whom he 8 
responsible. New members are not necessarily assigned 

to the captain who proposed them for membership. 


NY T-5 advised that in May, 1956, the actual 
initiation ceremony consisted of the sponsor relating 
to the new candidate that he must take an oath 
of absolute secrecy, that the organization would 
be supreme above all else in life, even above religion, 
and that the only way a person could leave the organization 
was by death. The new candidates were instructed to 
give absolute obedience to the leaders of the 
organization and follow out their instructions to the letter. 
The sponsor during this ceremony takes a small religious 
cará of a picture of a Saint and burns 1t, at the 
same time pricking the finger of the candidate until 
blood is drawn. After this 18 completed the entire group 
present then salute the new member with kisses on both cheeks. 
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Operating Regulations 


Concerning the rules of the organization, NY T-7 
stated that the violation of some rules is punishable 
by a death penalty, whereas violation of other rules is 
punishable by a reprimand from the boss. He stated that 
these are the only penalties for violation of the rules 
of the organization. 


The rules which are punishable by death are: 
1. furnishing information concerning the organization 
to any outside person; 2. handling, narcotics or 
deriving a profit from their sale; 3. having an affair 
with the wife of another member of the organization 
(the wife will also be killed); 4. a married member having 
an affair with a sister or daughter of another member; 
5. stealing from another member; 6. committing any 
act of violence against another member, (including 
fighting with or striking another member with the hand). 


He stated that rules which are punishable 


by reprimand include such things as disagreements in 
business and generally minor disputes between members. 
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NY T-3 advised in early 1962, that 
inexperienced members may receive instruction 
from a boss on occasion. He added that he had heard that 
two cardinal rules are stressed to the new member, 


1. Always do right, no matter who he is with or 
deals with. 


2. Although he's with everyone, he has only one 
caporegima to whom he owes his loyalty 
which includes keeping him advised of griping, 
or plotting on the part of others. 


NY T- 3 further stated that this l8tter reporting 
is not regarded as informing by the upper echelons. He 
added that only furnishing information to law enforcement 
is regarded by them as informing or being a stool 
pigeon. 


As regards 1. above, one member should not, nor 
allow another, member or non-member, wrong a fellow 
member, A wrong to one is a wrong to all, and those allowing 
the wrong by failure to report it,are guilty as well. 


NY T-3 related that the boss of a family is 
responsible for the entire family and must do all 
within his reason and his power to assist them in trouble, 
provided they are in the right and deserve his help. 


In the ent of troubles within the family 
the boss will adjudicate them as between members of 
the family, but should the trouble be between two 
families he must report it directly to the Commission, 


On the principal of safety of one is safety 
of all, the boss is always alert for indications of 
rebellion or conspiracy against his authority within 
the family, and will prevent further development 
of such a plot. 
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Disciplinary Procedure 


When a complaint is made against a member for 
violating a rule of the organization, it is handled in 
the following manner, according to NY T-T: 


The person initiating the complaint will go to his 
captain and his captain in turn will present the complaint 
at & meeting of the officials of the family. Depending 
on the seriousness of the complaint and the evidence 
presented with the complaint, the person may or may not be 
&llowed to present his side of the story. If the 
evidence is not conclusive or the complaint is not too serious, 
the defendant will be allowed to go to the consuleri 
and ask him to represent him at a hearing and be allowed 
to present his story. After the boss has heard the evidence 
of the complaint, he determines the guilt or innocence 
of the accused, If the violation was one which draws the 
death penalty, the boss will assign the necessary men to carry 
out the execution of the accused. The orders for the execution 
are not relayed down through the captains, but the men 
who are to perform the execution are called in and given 
their orders directly by the boss. He stated that this is 
done because it is considered an honor to be assigned 
to an execution and the boss wants the guys to come 
to him for their orders so that he can indicate that he is 
doing them a favor by allowing them to perform the 
execution. The boss may assign any number of men to do 
an execution. One of the group assigned to the 
execution is placed in charge of the group by the boss. 

If after spotting the individual to be executed and 
observing his movements, the individual in charge 

of the execution determines that he needs additional 
manpower, he can go baek to the boss and request that 
additional men be assigned to the job. The boss will 
normaliy give him as many men as he requests. 

Executions are handled within the family by men of the 
family. NY T-7 stated that it is not done as portrayed 
in the movies and on television where a killer is brought 

in from another area to do a job. The job is handled by men 
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in the family of the individual who is to be executed. 

He stated, however, that if the person to be executed was 
a close friend of a member of another family, that tnis 
member of the other family could be used to set up 

the person for the execution, but that the 

member of the other family would not be directly 
involved in the execution but only used as bait to set 
the person up. 
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Membership Recognition 


There is no visible method or marks by which members 
can be identified according to NY T-T If one member 
knows another member to be a member, .- 
but has not been properly introduced, he cannot 
converse with that member nor reveal to kim that he is a 
member. Before members may talk to one another, they must be 
properly introduced. He explained the introduction as follows: 


Two members who have been introduced to one another 
encounter a third member who has been introduced properly to 
one of the two members. That person can then make the introduc- 
tion of the third member to the other. In making 
introductions of members to members, the phrase is"I would 
like you to meet *a friend of ours! ۲, If a member is 
introduced to a person and the above phrase is used, he 
knows that the person to whom he is being introduced 
is a member of the organization, whereas if any other 
phrase is used, like he is a friend of mine! you know 
that he is not a member of the organization. 
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Rules of Conduct 


Information provided by NY T-3 and NY Tel 
shows the following rules of conduct within the 
organization known as La Causa Nostra: 


An individual such as ANGELO BRUNO, who is the 
"representando officiale" for the Commission, would 
violate a rule of conduct if he was involvéd in a dispute with 
another person associated with the Commission and failed to 
personally bring this dispute to the attention of the 
Commission. This is true if it is a family matter and 
not & personal matter, 


In a like manner, individuals who are associated 
with the Commission without rank will also violate a rule 
of conduct if this person does not bring the dispute to the 
attention of his superior. This superior is frequently 
called the caporegime, The Commission body itself 
can and will, on occasion, order individuals such as 
ANGELO BRUNO and a former associate ANTONIO POLLINA, 
commonly called "Mr. Migo", to "get along" even if there 
has developed a personal dislike, : 


BRUNO or his ilk abide by decisions of 
the Commission without argument. The decision of the 
Commission, therefore, is a final or supreme ruling or 
Op inion ۰ 
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if, however, Individuals who are of two 
families are involved in a dispute, BRUNO as an 
efficial representative ean act as an arbitrator 
in an endeavor to settle the dispute; however, if he is 
unsuecessful in settling this dispute, the matter can be 
taken directly to The Commission . 


Individuals who are associated with The Commission 
without rank must, if they are leaving their home vicinity, 
notify their representative. An exception to this would 
be if the person is leaving his home only for a "social". 
Individuals such as ANGELO BRUNO would aet as an advisor 
or a representative to an individual in his family who 
is involved in a dispute with a member of another 
family even if the person involved in the other family 
should happen to be a close personal friend of long 
standing, 


There aré territorial boundaries for 
specific families, wlth ANGELO BRUNO heading the 
Philadelphia family. There are exceptions such as 
Trenton, New Jersey, which has three or possibly four 
families within its territory. 


The official representative 18 sometimes known as 
a boss. He has immediately under him an individual second 
in command who is known as an underboss, The area bosses 
are appointed by The Commission, while the underboss 
is appointed by the area boss. Bosses appointed by The 
Commission are sometimes temporary. Such an individual 
who was "temporary boss" was ANTONIO POLLINA, whom ANGELO 
BRUNO replaced six or seven years ago. 


A person who is being taken into the organizational 
body of The Commission is referred to as being raised . 
Members of The Commission can enter an objection barring 
the possibility of an individual being raised , An example 
that would eliminate the possibility of a person being 
raised would be a situation where this person had at some 
time in the past furnished a signed statement to a law 
enforcement agericy, even if the signed statement was an 
admission only against himself. There is no violation of 
the rules of conduct, if a person orally admits or pleads 
guilty to an offense because this ean be done to take 
advantage of a "fixed trial. 
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Present Commission Operation 


On April 9, 1962, NY T-T advised that it 
was his understanding that the Commission consisted of 
all top level individuals in the organization. He 
stated thatall these Individuals hold equal rank and are 
considered Commission men. He stated that the organization 
has such men covering. the entire United States. The 
informant stated that there is one in Florida, one 
in Arizona, one in Nevada, one in California, one in 
Pennsylvania, one in Detroit, one in Boston, and one 
or more in Chicago, and five in New York. He identified 
four of the five New York members as JOSEPH PROFACI, 
THOMAS LUCHESE, CARLO GAMBINO and VITO GENOVESE. 
He could not recall the name of the fifth individual. 


NY T-7 gave the following explanation 
as to the present operation of the Commission: 


When a problem comes up that has to be 
referred to the entire Commission a delegation of two 
op three men is appointed to go around the country and 
contact the Commission members. Following these 
contacts an agreement is reached and a number of 
individuals are named as the Commission in this particular 
problem. These individuals will then meet and hear 
the evidence presented by Both sides of the dispute. 
Following this hearing the group that has been appointed 
by the Commission to act as the Commission for this 
particular dispute will hand down a ruling which is then 
binding on the entire organization. 


NY T-7 explained that prior to the Apalachin 
Meeting on November 14, 1957, all tbe Commission 
men would get together for meetings on major issues. 
He stated that sinee they were caught at Apalachin 
they no longer hold these large meetings. He 
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explained that all the men at the Apalachin meeting were 
not Gommission members inasmuch as the Commission Man 

is allowed to take one or more of his lieutenants 

with him to a Commission meeting. 


NY T- 7 further advised that if a member 
of the Gommission dies or is arrested and given a prison 
term, the men of his organization then get together 
and recommend a replacement for him. The name of 
thisreplacement is then submitted to the Commission 
and if approved he then assumes the rank of Commission 
member. The informant stated that tnis replacement 
will then serve until the original Sommission member 
is released from jail, at whion time the original 
Commission member automatically takes up his former 
position. 


During the evening of May 11, 1962, LAWRENCE 
GALLO was interviewed at the Angus Steak sagt 


Bronxville, New York, by SAS b6 


and WILLIAM DAVID KANE. GALLO related b7C 
& e term button man was used to name a wise guy 


in the rackets who had proven himself to be loyal 

and who had been given positions of responsibility in 

the rackets. He stated that the lower man in the 
organizational setup in the underworld would be considered 
a button man. He stated that he himself could be considered 
a button man and had in the past been a button man for 
JOSEPH PROFACI. 


Going further into the organizational setup 
GALLO related that there was a group of men in the country 
of high rank in the underworld belonging to what has 
been called the Commission. He explalited that these men 
were persons of high rank to whom a great deal of 
respect was owed and who would act as arbitrators to 
settle disputes arising in the undexworid. GALLO stated that 
the organizational setup was similar to a military 
arrangement and each Gommission member would have 
his own organization and the persons that owed allegiance 
to this man would be considered as belonging to this 
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man's family. Under questioning GALLO stated that 
men like JOSEPH PROFACI, THOMAS LUCHESE, CARLO 
GAMBINO and VITO GENOVESE were due this high degree | 
of respect and were members of this leadership group 
called the Oommission. GALLO declined to elaborate 
any further on the Commission or its members.

On May 15, 1962, NY T- 6 ¿identified 
MARCELLO as a Commission member from the New Orleans, 
Louisiana area. ` 


. NY T= 8 advised that CARLOS MARCELLO is the 
acknowledged leader of racketeers in Jefferson Parish 
Louisiana and exerts his control over gambling through 
the Nola Printing Company in that area. Ny T- 8 
felt that Nola is a Marcello enterprise and that JOSEPH 
MARCELO,.a brouner of CARLOS MARCELLO, was placed in 
Nola to protect CARLOS MARCELLO!s interests. 


TEXAS AREA (JOSEPH FRANCIS CIVELLO 


i As stated previously in this report 
NY T- 2. has identified CIVELLO as a Commission member 
from the Texas area,

On March 31, 1959, NY T-9 advised that the 
original head of the Italian criminal organization or 
Texas representative to same was CARLO T. PIRANIO and 
that PIRANIO held this position until his death 
in 1930. At that time,according to the informant, 
CARLO's brother,JOSEPH T. PIRANIO, became the leader 
and retained’. this position until his suicide in 1956. 
JOSEPH FRANCIS GIVELLO then became the group's direct 
representative for the Dallas area. 
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PHILADELPHIA AREA (ANGELO BRUNO 


On March 20, 1962, NY T- 3 indicated that 
JOSEPH IDA, who had attended the Apalachin meeting 
and subsequently left the United States and returned 
to Italy, was in charge of the Philadelphia family. 
According to the informant, it was his opinion that 
prior to IDA's departure from the United States he 
made ANGELO BRUNO a representando and evidentally 
had delegated some of his author ity to DOMINICK POLINA. 
According to NY T- » in about the latter part 
of 1957, ANGELO BRUNO became the head of the 
Philadelphia family replacing JOE IDA. 


CHICAGO AREA (SAM GIANCANA) 


On September 8, 1959, NY سو‎ 1 advised that 
he had learned that SAM GIANCANA was a member of 
a small group of persons representing various sections 
and activities of the United States, and referred 
to as the Commission, According to this informant, 
GIANCANA replaced ANTHONY JOSBPH ACCARDO, who was a former 
Commission member, NY T= 1 advised on numerous occasions 
from 1959 through 1962 that in his opinion SAM GIANCANA 
is a Commission representative from Chicago, and is 
the person in charge of the overall organization!s 
criminal operations in the Chicago area. 
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From August, 1961, to date, NY T- 10 
has indicated that GIANCANA 18 the undisputed leader 
in charge of the organized criminal element in the 
Chicago area, à 


NY T-1 and NY T-10 have both advised 
that GIANCANA as undisputed leader in Chicago would 
fit into the capacity of chairman of the governing 
board of directors in that area. It is felt and 
sustained by these informants that this governing 
board is a policy making group comprised of GIANCANA, 
GUS ALEX, FRANK FERRARA, MURRAY HUMPHREYS and 
ROSS PRIO. These five people are directly responsible 
for the overall operation of organized crime in the 
Chicago area and in that capacity are assigned 
a specified area over which each has primary jurisdiction. 
The organizational strueture in Chicago would be carried 
one step further in that each area assigned to the 
above individuals,wherever possible, is broken 
down according to police districts, usually coinciding 
with the police districts assigned in the city of 
Chicago, and the individual would normally be 
placed in charge of a district and would be referred 
to as a district man, This individual would be 
responsible for the smooth operation of gambling 
or whatever illegal activity was operating within 
his district, and would in some instances be the 
collection man for the district. 


It would appear that a chain of command, 
according to NY T- 1 and NY T- 10 „ particularly 
with problems arising in a district, would go from 
a smalloperator to the district man, to the lieutenant 
in charge of the area, who in turn would take it to 
the person reponsible for the overall operation of the 
area, and if the problem was big enough it would be 
referred to the governing board for a decision. 
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NEW YORK ARBA (JOSEPH 278078۵61, CARLO GAMBINO, 
THOMAS LUCHESE, JOSEPH BONANNO, 
VITO GENOVESE 


On September 14, 1961, NY T-6 advised that 
he has been able to associate himself with individuals 
known to him as button men, who in his company have 
on occasion related situations and positions in the 
La Causa Nostra. The informant related that in the 
Italian underworid the overall organization or 
group is referred to as the La Causa Nostra. He 
stated tht this term in his opinion could be readily 
interchangeable with the word Mafia. NY T-6 
continued that this group in the New York area is made 
up of five families, The five families have as their 
leaders in the New York area: 


JOSEPH PROFACI 
CARLO GAMBINO 
THOMAS LUCHESE 
JOSEPH BONANNO 
VITO GENOVESE 


The informant further advised that each 
family is broken down into the following categories: 


Boss 
Underboss 
Consuleri 
Caporegima 
As an example he used the PROFACI family: 
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Boss JOSEPH PROFACI 
Underboss JOSEPH MAGLIOCCO 
Consuleri CHARLES LO CICERO 
Caporegimas SALVATORE MUSSACCHIO 
(Captains) JOHN ODDO 

HARRY FONTANA 
NY T-6 continued that under each of the 


Caporegimas there are a group of button men. Using 
again the PROFACI family for example, he took 
SALVATORE MUSSACCHIO and listed his button men as:

The informant stated, however, that each 
boss, such as JOSEPH PROFACI, will generally have

NY T-6 went on to say that up until the 
latter party of 1960 and the early part of 1961 this 
was the basic structure of the PROFACI family, however, 
he related there were a great deal more members than 


The informant stated that JOSEPH BONANNO 
operates the east side of Manhattan and has CARMINE 
GALANTE as his underboss. He stated that he was 
not aware of the identity of his Consuleri, but he 
believes 1b may be THOMAS GRECO. The informant 
related that some of BONANNO!s Caporegimas are 


PHI E PRESENZANO, TONY LISI, b6 
an The informant related that b7C 
the amily is not known to him as his 
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sources have very yarely discussed LUCHESE. 


NY T-6 further advised that CARLO GAMBINO 
has "LITTLE PETE" as his underboss and PAUL 
CASTELLANO as his Consuleri. 


It is noted that LITTLE PETE referred 
to by the informant is probably PETE FERRARA. 


The informant went on to say that the largest 
family is the VITO GENOVESE group. He stated he does 
not know the organization of this group too well, 
but he believed that the underboss is MIKE MIRANDA 
and that THOMAS EBOLI is the Consuleri. 


NY T6 stated further that some of the 
Caporegimas of theGENOVESE gróup are ANTHONY STROLLO 
and JOHN ORMENTO. He stated that it is his understanding 
that there are over 800 button guys in this group 
and that each button guy has one or two potential 
button men ready to bring up. He stated that through 
his source he believes that VITO GENOVESE still operates 
this family from jail and has delegated certain 
areas to his respective Caporegimas, 


It should be noted that JOSEPH PROFACI 
died of cancer in Bay Shore, New York, on June 6, 
1962. ANTHONY STROLLO has been missing from his residence 
in the New York area since April 8, 1962, and according 
to NY T- 11 has been killed. 


NY T- 6 continued that to keep peace in 
tbe New York area because of the various families, 
the La Causa Nostra maintains a grievance committee 
of from six to seven men. He stated he believes 
THOMAS EBOLI, JOE BIONDO, PETE FERRARA and CHARLES 
LO. CICERO are members of this grievance committee. 
According to the informant, when various factions 
have a conflict it is brought before this group and 
then if it is not resolved it will be brought before 
the Commission to be resolved. He stated that the 
Commission has the highest ruling authority of the La 
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Causa Nostra, and is comprised of the bosses of each 
family. NY T-6 stated further that the members are 
not only the five family bosses in New York, but are 
also bosses from families in Chicago, Detroit, 
Philadelphia and other areas, 


On May 15, 1962, NY T-6 advised 
that a ritual is part of the formal induction of a 
sponsored Italian hoodlum into the organized criminal 
element as a button man. 


Prior to this ritual the sponsor, already in 
the organized element, brings the candidate around to meet 
the various caporegima in a particular family. The purpose 
of this introduction is to determine whether any information 
is known to them that would be an impediment to acceptance 
of the eandidate into the family. 


If no impediment is uncovered, such as having 
been at one time a pimp (procurer) or ever having 
furnished information to the police, the candidate 
is "made" by acaporegima, underboss or boss. Only 
they have the power to meke button men. 


The informant related that in the New York 
area there are five families, and that the head of each 
family is a member of the Gommission, He pointed out that 
throughout the United States, there are approximately 30 
members of the Commission, indicating that there are 
as many families, each headed by a boss, underboss 
and eonsuleri with caporegima and button men, numbering 
approximately 10 to each caporegima. 


The informant advised that the boss of each 
family is supposed to be chosen by the button men, 
and is known by them as the "padrone" or "old man". His 
underboss is often called "padronesuita" (ph). The 

consuleri is usually semi-retired and does not 

usually have any button men directly under him, but 
191 & piece of the action of many of the family 
members. 
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This source also pointed out that the Chicago 
family conducts its internal organization in a slightly 
different manner, selecting a new boss about every four 
years. The former boss is promoted to semi-retirement, 
deriving income from the family. He cited ROCCO 
FISCHETTI as being in this category today. He explained 
that this is a truer form of organization, allowing 
many more to make money than the New York system 
where a boss, like PROFACI, cante in power and derive 
a lion's share of the money for over 30 years. 


He also pointed out that under the 
"old country" rules, if a father was a button man, his 
Son, during his father's lifetime, could not be a button 
man, but could be in ón everything in the family. The 
purpose was to avoid a "blood line" which would 
influence decisions to the detriment of those button 
men in the family not of the"blood line." 


The modern, or Americanized, rule does not 
prevent the "making" of father and son during the 
same lifetime. He cited ALBERT ANASTASIA asamong the 
first of the modern bosses. He stated that in the New 
York area, VITO GENOVESE and JOSEPH PROFACI follow the 
old country rule, while CARLO GAMBINO, THOMAS LUCHESE 
and JOSEPN BONANNO are modern in their rule. 


The informant stated that the button men are 
supposed to select their own boss. He pointed out that more 
often than not, the Commission will appoint a boss 
of its own choosing, 


in further explaining the function and 
authority of a consuleri, the nformant stated that in 
the absence of boss or underboss, the consuleri makes 
minor decisions. He is at all times an advisor to the 
bosses, underboss, caporegima and the button men. 


The informant stated that the capcregima is often 
called a captain, but added that terms as general 
colonel, ete. have no meaning or comparison with 
existing organization in the criminal element. 


WER 
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PITTSBURGH AREA (SEBASTIAN JOHN LA ROCCA) 


On September 4, 1954, NY T-12 , who will 
not testify at any federal or state proceedings, advised 
that contrary to all reports LA ROCCA remains the 
boss in the tri-state area and holds an interest 
in every big game in operation. 


On August 14, 1961, NY T-13 advised that 
in western Pennsylvania the top men are JOHN LA ROCCA 
and FRANK AMATO. According to the informant, LA ROCCA 
was the current active leader for the area, while 
AMATO was in a retired inactive position. NY T- 13 
Stated that KELLY MANNARINO is second only to the 
aforementioned individuals for the entire area, 
According to the informant, although MIKE GENOVESE .1s the 
protege of JOHN TA ROCCA, KELLY MANNARINO stands higher 
than GENOVESE in the organization because of MANNARINO's 
marriage to FRANK AMATO!s daughter JEAN. 


On January 25,1962, NY T-14 advised that 
the big man in Pittsburgh is either JOHN LA ROCCA 
op SAMUEL MANNARINO. The informant stated that 
if he were to venture an opinion regarding the big 
man it would be SAMUEL MANNARINO because of his 
intelligence and ruthlessness, although numerous 
instances have been known where JOHN LA ROCCA in the 
final analogy has overruled SAMUEL and GABRIEL 
MANNARINO.

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CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES 


In the New York City Metropolitan area the most 
. important activity of the various underworld families 

is gambling and all its related aspects such as shylocking, 
numbers, floating crap games and lotteries. No less 
important, and equally lucrative are the union 

activities of the organized eriminal eiement. It 

is through these ventures that the organizations 

treasury is replenished, with untold sums readily 
available for the pursuit of many other diversified 
enterprises, legitimate or illégitimate. Their 

source of revenue places enormous pow^r in their 

hands, providing the wherewithall for maneuvers in the 
stocks and bonds or financial field, garment industry, 
entertainment field, eto, 


This income, derived from gambling, illegal or 
“legal, furnishes the families with continuous operating 
capital, as well as the motivation to protect their 
sources of income by whatever means avallable, 


from bribery to murder, 


Current intelligence fails to indicate any 
specialization in the type of criminal endeavor 
by particular families, all engaging in whatever 
produces for them the fastest return. A constant 
source of contention between the families in territorial 
disputes, requiring patiént and calm deliberations by the 
leadership to avoid open friction thereby bringing 
the spotlight of law enforcement on their nefarious 
operations. 


It should be noted that despite alleged 
existing prohibition of the membership participating 
in narcotic trafficking, the Bureau of Narcotics, 
United States Treasury Department, has successfully 
prosecuted many of the purported members of the criminal 
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organization for violation of the narcotic laws, or 
conspiracy to violate these laws. 


An analysis of the criminal activities 
in the various geographical areas of the United States 
indicates very little difference from that above. 
One particular operation of interest, participated in by 
many members of the organized criminal element, is the 
division of the monies not accounted for in the 
gambling casinos of Las Vegas, Nevada, Fantastic weekly 
sums are known to be forwarded or delivered to purported 
members on which no tax is paid and no record ever 
maintained. 


CONSPIRATORIAL ASPECTS 


NY 7-6 has advised that the heads of families, 
prior to the Apalachin meeting, generally met several times 
a year in various designated spots to program their 
operations throughout the United States and clarify 
grievances within their respective operations. Since the 
meeting of Apalachin, which was a top boss and Commission 
meeting, the organization has been very circumspect. 
However, through observation and conversations of various 
members overheard, the informant is of the opinion that 
this criminal organization, however their movements are 
impeded through investigations of various law enforcement 
agencies, still continues to funetion even under the most 
hazardous conditions. Meetings still take place, 

However, meetings, always clandestine, will be smaller 
as to individuals participating. Information from 
these memetings is passed on through representatives 

of each individual meeting to the next meeting in order 
to keep the operation alive. »

NY T- 1 advised the policy of holding 
regular meetings with various members of the syndicate 
at appointed places has been criticized, and spontaneous 
meetings, at different places with one or two persons 
present at a time, was recommended. 


NY T-5 has advised tht the organization 
is very security conscious regarding meetings, the 
place being known only to the top leadership. The 
members are usually instructed to meet at a 
pre~arranged place from whence they are driven to 
the meeting place in the cars of the capos. ‘They 
are returned in like manner after the meeting, in 
small groups of tiuree or four so as not to arouse 
suspicion in the area. 


It is noted that during the latter part of 
December, 1961, a meeting was scheduled in New York 
to be attended by SAMUEL M. GIANCANA, THOMAS EBOLI, 
GERARDO CATENA and THOMAS LUCHESE, and others. 
It was determined that due to surveillance 
activity in the area ona nightclub by another agency, 
observed by GIANCANA, he changed the meeting place 
issuing instructions that those attending were to proceed 
on foot, walling against one way traffic, alert for any 
surveiliance activity as they proceeded to the 
alternate meeting place.
